appear. Itis true that im some reapects 
he is as well able, and perhaps, better 
able; to write a review. of. any work.of 
his better than anybody else, but on the 
whole the reviewing of one’s own literary 
efforts is to'be deprecated,“ Waifs and 
Strays from the Har Hast” is the class 
of book through which the British. public 
generally will obtain a knowledge of 
China. - It will be read by persons who

- THE GREAT WALKING MATCH, 


~ On April 7, the great walking match be- 
tween _u’Leary and Weaton, which com- 
enced at the Agricultural Hall a few 
minutes past midnight on April 2, was 
brought to a conclusion. . : 

by a little before nine v'clock on Satur- 


day night Sir John Astley, Weston’s |- 


backer, fecling thut all chance was gone, 
O'Leary leading by neatly 15 miles at the 
time, declared O'Leary to have fairly won. 
Weaton, howover, continued to walk on at 
intervais, and completed 510 miles before 
retiring, while U’Leary, who wanted but 


4 one lap to complete his 520 miles, walked 


slowly round the track at ten minutes be- 
fore eleven o'clock, accompanied; with the 
permission of the judges, by two of: his 
triends, thus completing this astonishing 
distance, and winning the match by J0 


“| miles, 


The result of the first day’s walk was— 
O’Leary 113 miles, and Weston.116. The 
second day, however, owing to O'Leary 
taking logs rest than his opponent, resulted 
in U’Leary ut midnight having walked 208 
miles, while Weston had only finish- 
ed 194, At the ond of the third day 
O'Leary had walked 294 miles 722 yards, 
and Weaton 274 miles, all’ but 100 yards, 
At the end of the fourth day’ O'Leary had 
gone 870 miles, and Weston 363. By five 
minutea past midaight on Saturday morn- 
ing, or at the ond of the fifth day, the two 
men had walked—O’Leary 453 miles, and’ 
Weston 489, U’Leary thus leading by 14 
miles, Weston, who had retired for rest 
shortly -beforo midnight, soon re-appeared, 


. fandat eight mioutes past one o’clock a.m. 


recommenced his walk wrapped in a thick 
coat. His paco, however, was but slow, #0” 
shortly after two o’clock he again retired 
for asovond rest of 1h. 87 min, 24 seo, 
Un the other hand, with one or two short 
resta of a fow minutes only, O'Leary con- 
tinued walking on after midnight till thirty- 
two miuutes past five ‘o’clock in the morn- 
{ng, by which time ho had walked 474: 
miles, when ho retired fora good rest of 
3 b..9 mia. 11 sec. Weston, after his 
second rost of over an hour, returned and 
-webt on without stopping, till by eight 
o'clock a.m, be had nearly finished 457 
woilea, O'Leary thus leading at that hour by 
17 miles, As the day advanced the inter- 
est increased; and as hour after hour 
pasted by and midnight was approaching, 
Weston, despite’ his utmost efforts, failed 


to materially decrease his opponent's lead. 


began to fill, and at that hour O’Leary had 
finished 492 miles to Weston’s 477, the 
former's lead being still ono of 15 miles, It 
now became apparent to Weston’s friends 
that his only chance was the sudden collapse

27 min, 
48 5e0,, returning to the track at 37 min, 
83 sec. past two o'clock, shortly after which 
the acoring-board announced the fact that 
O’Leary bad finished his 600 miles*-the 
time of the day being 49 min, 20 sec, past 
twoo’clock, Consequently the time occupied 
in walking this distance was 184 hours 43 
min. 20 sec, aa O'Leary started at six 
minutes past midnight, As the gcoring- 
board was turned siowly round a shout 
went up from the hall that aurpyased any 
that has been heard during the present 
match, while many of those inside the 
enclosure ran round with O'Leary, waving 
their hats and handkerchiefs, me dee 

By three o’ctook O'Leary had finished 501 
miles and Weston 478 all but a couple of 
chundrad yards, O’Loary’s lead being 23 
miles, At four o’¢lock O'Leary had finished 
603 miles 34 laps, but for the last hour be 
had been lookirig very queer, and at five 
minutes before f ur o'clock he retired, 
seaming very shaky, as he reeled off the 
track into the arma of bis attendants. This 
was, perhaps, the most exciting moment in 
the whole match, Iverythiny, of course, 
depended on O'Leary’s re-appearance, and

" MARRIAGES AT SEA. 
(Shipping and Mercantile Gazette.) 


On the 22d of November, 1873; in reply 
to certain questions put ‘by Correspondents 
as to tho legality of marriages performed’ 
on board Merchant ships; we discussed the 
whole subject of, sach marriages at somo 
length, and traced the Jaw relating to it 
from the time of Georgo IT. to the present 
day as it-stands upou- the Statute Book, 
The conclusion at which we arrived was 
that, although there didnot appear to be 
any direct legal sanction for the per- 
formance of marriages on board ship by the 
Masters of Merchant ‘vesselg, there was no 
statutable prohibition of guch matriages, 
whioh, it ‘is well known, aro of frequent 
-ocourrence, and-are régularly recorded in 
official logs, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Merchant “Shipping Aot, 
1864, and are as regularly entered amongst: 
the returns of the Kegistrar.Geheral, Tho 
subject;'as we pointed out at the time, is 
one of great interest and importance, 
Many’ of ‘these marriages take place on 
board emigrant hips,” The persons who 
-goutract them aré frequently ‘successful, 
and occasionally amass’ large. propertios. 
If- there. is any doubt of the los ity of 

686 marriages, and that the issue are] 
incapable ‘of ‘inheriting in the event of 
intestacy, the matter assumes a: very 
serious aspect, and, as we have already 
observed, “the “public haya been most 
inexcusably peseeed for a series of years 
to act on the belief that marriages per- 
formed at ses by Masters of Merchant ships 
are legal and binding,” Moreover, the 
Master of & Merchant vessel; and mora 
particularly of an emigrant ship, is liable 
at any time to be placed in a false position— 
to be asked to perform an ach which he 
believes he can perform under the sanction 
of ‘Inw, but which afterwards may bo 
questioned, and the consequences of biel, 
should-a Oourt decide againgt the validity 
of such a marriage, might be most loment- 
able. Since we initiated the discussion on 
this matter, a good, deal has been said upon 
it, and as marriages have been occasionally 
performed on board Her Majesty's ships on 
foreign stations, and the competency of the 
Commanders of our ships of war to celebrate 
such marriages hes ben doubted, the 
whole subject has assumed the importance 
of a public question..which claims the 
attention of the Legislature, It has been 
suggested by Dr Travers Twiss, in the 
Notitical. Magazine for this month, that the 
.present opportunity should be taken when 
there’ is a strong legal-elemené in the 
Upper ‘House to introduce: a Bill there, 
in which ‘a provigion should be ineerted 
having a retrospective. operation which 
should yemove all donbts as.to the validity 
of ‘marriages heretofore: solemnised or 
contratted per teria de presenti on board 
British vessels on the high seas; and also 
that for the future marriages performed on 
board Her Majesty’s ships on foreign 
stations should be placed on the same 
footing of undoubted validity as marriages 
within the lines of.a British army serving 
abroad. The suggestions. are good, and 
we trust they may be adopted. If a Regis- 
trar of births, deaths and marriages, or a

Dr Twies, is in the 
last degree necessary ‘and desirable, In 
1878 the Lords of :the: Admiralty, . after 
taking the opinion of the Law Officers aa 
to the validity of marriages performed on 
board Hor Majesty’g. abips on foreign 
Stations by the Commanding Officer, pro- 
hibited the solemnisation of such’ mar- 
riages, stating asthe reason for the pro- 
hibition that these ‘marriages bad been 
pronounced. by the Law Officers Jo be 
invalid, By. an Official Notice’ issued by 
the Board of Trade in February last, and 
which haa . recently ‘appeared in these 
columns, Masters of Merchant veeaels’ are 
informed that they have no power to.per- 
form the marriage ceremony ‘on board their 
ships, and that marriages so performed by 
them are illegal. Whether the opinions on 
which the Admiralty: Circular and this. 
Official Notice are: -fonnded: ba right or 
wrong, it is.of the utmost ‘consequence that 
the doubt which has been suggested should 
be Jeid at rest; and this. can’ only be done 
by legislative enactment.

CHARTS AND CHRONOMETRS.~ . 
(Mitchell’s Maritime Register.y ° 
In Ostober, 1e75, the Board of ‘trade, in 
consequence of having its-aitention drawa 
to cages of shipwreck in which it was alleg- 
ed that the loases wero attributable to the 
inaccuracy or inefficloncy of the charts at 
the command of the Mastera, issued a 
circular inviting the opinions of -those to 
whom it was.addressed, as to whother it 
was not the duty of Shipowners to provide 
their vessela with proper instruments of 
Navigation for the voyage. The Board 
mentioned: that Masters were held in de- 
fault in consequence of not -being supplied 
with copies of the Iatest. corrected editions 
of the charts, and further observed :—“ It 
seems, however, doubtful whether Mas. 
cord should. be called upon to provide vessels 
with the moat ‘recont issues, and whether 
this duty should not attuch’ to the Owner.” 
{tis suid that the Board of Trade are taking 
serious action in this question ; but doubts 
bave beon raised as to whether the axecu- 
tive authority of the. Merchant Shipplig 
Acts porsesses the right to interfore between 
Shipowners and. their servants, as. the 
Statutes do not apply expressly. to such 
articles. It may be urged that ships were 
navigated before charts were invented, and 
that 4 careful Master, by the free use of the 
load, might -keop out of danger. This is 
true to & certain extent, otherwise now 
channels could sot be surveyedand mapped, 
It doos not necessarily follow ‘that® because 
a Mastor has not a-good chart he is to lose 
hisebip, An untrustworthy obdrt, however, 
is,'or may be, worse than none at all, for 
it may prove misleading. at a Marine 
Court, lately held abroad, the primary cause 
of the stranding of tho abip was alleged to 
be duo to the Master having been. guided 
in his Navigation by an obsolete Admiralty 
chart, and to his not haviog been. supplied 
with a book .of Salling Diréctious; and 
‘*the Court, considering that the Master 
was obliged to furnish himeolf with. chrono- 
meter, barometer, sextant, charts, Sailing 
Diredtions, and everything -necessary for 
the Navigation of his vessel ont of his 
private renources, which, under -yery 
favourable cirumstances, might perhaps 
reach 150/, a-year, find themselves unablo 
in this instance to pass a heavier censure 
upon him than that he beseverely reprimand- 
ed.” Fifty years ago a chronometer was 
quite a novelty on board Merchant ships, 
and but few Masters tould boast that they 
could consult such an instrument. They 
managed, however, to get across the seas 
and into Ports with as.much apparent safety 
as they do now, for the greater the reliance 
placed on Nautical instruments, and charts 
the less the precaution: taken’ to. resort to 
Sear nsbip, It must be considered never- 
thel 4 that the requirements of modern 
Navigation necessitate the reference to 
enlarged charts, for instead. of standing off 
a Port till daylight, or. until boarded by.a 
Pilot,, =» Master must now steam or 
sail on, and not sacrifice tima by a want of 
confidence: in. his exact position. The 
public will have speed, and the quickest 
vessels are the most patronised. . Charts 
and Sailing Directions should be furnished 
by the Owner to every Commander df a 
ship, or an allowance made to these Masters 
who are called apon to find their own. The 
frequ-nt condomnation of Masters‘ for 
losing their ships through imperfect charts 
is attracting the observation of Underwri- 
tera; ‘and {t'is possible that the Courts of 
Law. may have to entertain a case in which 
tho plea of non-liability, in consequence of 
the wreck of a vessel, will form the ground: 
work of defence. .at the recent Court of, 
cquiry, held at Livergool, respecting the 
loss of the Albania, in suspending the 
Master's certificate for six months for. 
neglecting to take proper means for iden- 
tifying the lights on the Knglish and French 
-ooasts, it was remarked that the ‘ship had 
been navigated by a chart published in 
1860, and that thére were no Sailing Direo- 
tions for the Obannel on-board. The Conrt 
suggested in their Report.to the Board of 
Trade the expediency of Shipowners being 
evtppelled by Act of Parliament. to supply 
their Masters with the latest editions of the 
charts and books they were likely to require 
on the voyage. Several stmilar recom- 
tmendations have been made by Courts of 
‘Inquiry during the past twenty-five yoars ; 
but no definite result has been strived at. 
I¢ was the custom formerly for Masters to 
agroo for a salary—' includixg all books, 
and Navigation instruments ” . When’ that 
form of azreement fell into disuse Masters 
were generally expected to furnish them- 
selves with what they deemed requisite out 
of their wages, whether there was an agree- 
ment to that effect or not. -1f a Master has 
to pay for everything of this kind ‘out of 
bis own earnings, he is likely to dispense 
with articles of a costly description, . For 
instance the Wreck Commissioner and the 
Nautical Assessors pronounced the Owner 
of the Beverley (a) to blame for sending that, 
ship to ssa withont.a chronometer .. The 
B.verley was bound from Dunkirk to Bilbao, 
and was stranded near thé mottth of the 
Adour. They had been, said. the Second 
Mate, tacking on and «ff the land, and it 
blew very hard, The last observation they 
took was on the 17th of February, and the 
vessel was lost.on the 20th. There was a 
patent-log on board, which was hauled up. 
every four hours and that was their only 
guide'ss to the. ship’s ponition. from nooa 
on the 18th. If no. observations could be 
got fromthe 17th to. tha 20th, ‘a chrono- 
meter wotld not have helped them in keep- 
ing out of danger’; but unless the Master 
or one of the Officers had: a well-regulated 
watch, the differe: ce in tlme,:by, compari- 
‘Son, was not discoverable by the ordinary 
rand. accep’ed method. The facts given 
above tell their own tale... A chronometer,

THE USE ‘OF REVOLVERS. | 
* Victoria Cross” writes to the Editor of 
the Army. and. Navy ‘Gazette :—"Sir,—I 
entirely approve of ‘your suggestion, at 
longth acted upon of establishing a ‘regula- 
tion’ revolver, so that officers may not run 
out of. ammunition on service, but, I desire 
to caution all officers against trusting to a 
revolver which is either ‘self-cocking,’ ‘or 
requires to. be cocked by the thumb. In tho 
Crimea I saved my: lite, on more than one 
occasion, by the ‘joint use. of sword ond 
revolver, and I would therefore, venture to 
give a few hints on the subject. Most mon 
treat their sword as of very iittle tse, do-not 
draw it, and carry their revolver .in their 
righthand. “When L expected a row, or was 
going down to one of tho assaults of tho 
‘Quarries’ or Redan (in all of which 1 was), 
Ilettmy scabbard in camp, wdre my revolver 
on the right side, and drow aud used it with 
my left hand, Thus 1 was able to parry 
more than one bayonet thrust from. the right 
and to keep my revolver for the left. As 
regards parrying a bayonet, necessity taught 
me_2 dodge which 1 believe is new... 1 
brought my elbow.down on the hip and-gave 
asort of wrench towards the right. ‘Lo tire 
a pistol with' the. left hand requires, of 
course, a little practice but it is one of the 
few things that you can with e little practice 
do ds weil with the left os with the right, 
But no revolver which ‘is either self-cocking 
or requires to be cooked by the thunib can, 
inmy judgment, be depended on to save your 
hfe ina melee. In the first case it always 
throws high’and wide, and in the second 
the exertion is. too great.’ The only. re- 
volver that: I could ever uso, or. would ever 
think ot going inte action with, is & revolver 
that in Urimean days used to be called 
‘Tranter’s Patent,’ it had two triggers one 
below the other, ‘With the midale-fingor 
you pulled the lower trigger, and this action 
tevolyed the chambers and cooked the pistol. 
When the lower trigger was 80. pulled you 
ot a good ‘saw handle’: grip, and thena 
ight touchof tho fore-iingér on the upper 
trigger exploded it, I trust those hints may 
be useful to younger hands,”
